2. Claims 1-4 and 7-49 are allowed. 



3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art teaches or suggests a super orthogonal space-time coding 
as the current application. In specific, the encoder selects an orthogonal space-time 
block code of a matrix form with vector elements: X1 , X2 and 9, and selects at least two 
modulation symbols based on the group of input bits and the state of the encoder, one 
symbol for each of the at least two transmission elements.
